The bulk of the first ballot vote 
will come from those state dele- 
gations instructed for McAdoo 
either through primaries or con- 
ventions. His managers assert that 
the total will swell after favorite 
fon voteg have been cast. 

David ‘Ladd Rockwell, the Me- 
Adoo campaign manager, gave out 
today a list of states which he 
classed as McAdoo supporters and 
which are bound either by the unit 
rule or through primaries. Those 
listed under the unit rule and the 
vote of each follow: Iowa, 26; 
Missouri, 36; Oklahoma, 20; Texas, 
40; Georgia, 28; Tennessee, 24; 
South Carolina, 18; Kansas, 20; 
Nevada, 6; Washington, 14; Utah, 
8; Idaho, 8; New Mexico, 6; Ken- 
tucky, 26; Canal Zone, 2; total, 
282. Six state delegations bound 
by primary results were given as 
follows: North Dakota, 10; South 
Dakota, 10; North Carolina, 24; 
Florida, 12; California, 26; Orégon, 
19. Total, .92. To this total of 
374 were added 12 from Illinois, 
three from Wisconsin and 30 from 
Pennsylvania, making a grand to- 
tal of 419. 


N. Y. Delegation Elects Officers to 
Fight for Smith.

NEW YORK, June 21.—The 
New York State delegation, 90 
votes strong, today elected officers 
and chose its leaders to conduct 
the fight for the nomination of 
Gov. Smith. 

Franklin D; Roosevelt, the Gov- 
ernor’s campaign manager and the 
man who will nominate him for 
the presidency, was elected floor 
leader. 

United States’ Senator Copeland 
of New York City was chosen to 
represent his State on the Perma- 
nent Organization Committee. 

The delegation, which came un- 
instructed, adopted a _ resolution 
pledging its “loyal, unanimous and 
continuous support” to \the Gov- 
ernor. 

Because Roosevelt will attend 
the convenion on crutches, as the 
result of a paralysis suffered sev- 
eral years ago, his choice as floor 
leader was looked on as an honor 
which actually and actively will be 
borne by Norman L. Mack. 

While the State delegation was 
eulogizing the Governor and shout- 
ing it would “Vote for Al forever,”’ 
the object of their enthusiasm was 
attending the wedding of the 
daughter of the late Daniel Rior- 
dian, former Congressman and po- 
litical crony of the Governor. 

The wedding was the chief event 
of the day for the Smith household 
——next to the finding of the collie 
“Teddy.”’ which wandered away 
Thursday night. Teddy was found 
at Coney Island today in the hands 
of an urchin. 

Gov. Smith returned to his head- 
quarters just long enough this aft- 
ernoon for a chat with newspaper 
men; then he rolled up his faded 
bathing sult and departed for the 
shore to escape the dweltering 
weather.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 21 
(On Board Second Missouri Spe- 
cial Train to Democratic National 
Convention).—A poll of Missouri 
delegates on the Goltra Special, 
which ‘departed for New York 


Thursday, and on this train, has 
indicated that in all probability the 
36 votes of Missouri will go to Mc- 
Adoo on the early batiots of the 
Democratic national convention. 

Close questioning of the dele- 
gates, however, has indicated that 
delegates from St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City are for Smith, A _ clear 
working majority of the (36 votes 
are against Smith or any other 
candidate with pronounced wet 
leanings. This is especially true of 
the women delegates,’ who will cast 
nine votes. Nearly all of them are 
known to be dry. So long as 
Smith's candidacy remains danger- 
ous, the women as well as men 
delegates from the dry districts of 
interior Missouri. may be relied 
upon to vote with McAdoo parti- 
sans for imposition of the unit 
rule upon the Missquri delegation 
and to cast the vote of Missour! 
for’ the former Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The State convention instructed 
the Missourians to vote as a unit 
except when a majority of the 
delegation should vote to set aside 
that rule. 

The Probable Second Choice. 

If McAdoo’s drive during the 
early ballots should fail, it would 
not be surprising to see the entire 
36 votes thrown to Davis or Glass, 
or some other candidate satisfac- 
tory to the friends of the late Pres- 
ident Wilson and the drys. Davis 
and Glass appear to be the pre- 
vailing second choices of the Mis- 
sourians, and should either one 
show enough strength on the first 
ballot to justify a hope that he 
could be relied upon to dispose of 
Smith, the switch from McAdoo 
might come earlier than expected: 

The ardent McAdoo partisans say 
there will be no chance for a switch 
as their candidate will be nominat- 
ed before the fifth ballot. This is 
the belief, for instance, of Charles 
M. Hay of St. Louis, one of the 
delegates-at-large who probably 
will deliver a seconding speech for 
McAdoo, 

“T think McAdoo’ will be the 
strongest candidate we could nom- 
inate,”’ said he. “To win we must 
carry about the States that Wilson 
carried in 1916. I think McAdoo 
can do that. He is the only out- 
standing progressive candidate 
With an aggressive organized fol- 
lowing at his back. It takes that 
to win. 

Thinks McAdoo Will Win. 
‘IT think the Missouri delegation 


will favor retention of the two- 
third and the unit rules. If either 
is abrogated, it proBably will favor 
abolition of the other also. I think 
McAdoo will win by the fifth bal- 
lot.” 

Attitude of the women was 
rather typically expressed by Mrs.

the candidate is conspicuous by his 
absence.

Pollack misrepresented the value 
of the estate in his inventory, 
Young charged. It was inventoried 
at $75,000, whereas Young said, 
“We have records to prove that 
Moll’s property amounted to $165.- 
000,”’ 


Made Four Wills. | 

The defense stressed the point 
that Moll had made four wills and 
that in all the provisions they were 
almost identical. 

Conrad Paeben of the defense 
said, ‘‘Mr. Moll had the same idea 
in making all his wills; he trusted 
Mr. Pollack to carry out his wish- 
es. He did not overlook his grand- 
son, but’established a trust fund 
which would mature when he was 
25 years old. It was a thoughtful 
provision, and shows that Mr. Moll 
was fully cognizant of what he was 
doing and how he wished to dis- 
pose of his property.” 

Another issue was taken by A. 
Samuel Bender, also representing 
the estate. 

“This is a very simple case,” he 
said. “Those who didn’t get the 
money are sore about it. They 
have come with oratory and bom- 
bast to cloud the issues. They pre- 
tend great concern for Freddy 
Moll. | 

“Tf the will fs set aside what as- 
surance have we that the collateral 
heirs will not grab all the estate? 
They probably will bring suit to 
have the boy declared an illegiti- 
mate child and thus not a legal 
heir. As the will stands he is pro- 
tected.”’ 

Eccentricities Related. 

Much of the testimony at the 
trial was given over to the point 
of Moll’s sanity. The contestants 
had witnesses who said that Mol 
was a heavy drinker and was given 
to irrational acts. One said he 
drove a pig harnessed to a_ cart 
around town to see his friends. 
Another told of his hunting rabbits 
in a cornfield at midday in June. 
It was also related how Moll, clad

Attorneys for the estate sought 
to bring out that Moll ridiculed 
his relatives and had nothing to do 
with them. . They endeavored to 
explain Moll’s friendship for Pol- 
lack and his son, Siegfried, by tes- 
timony that Moll once said, “Tf it 
were not for Philip Pollack I 
would not be worth a penny to- 
day.” and by young Pollack’s tes- 
timony that Moll often gave him 
candy and money and directed his 
educatidn.

DUBLIN, Ireland, June 21#~-In 
all four Provinces of Ireland im- 
mense interest is centered in the 
Talilteann Games which are being 
carried through in'/Dublin and its 
outlying avenues next August. 
Leinster Munster, Ulster and Con- 
naught have all joined hands in 
the revival of the ancient Irish 
sport festival, and the forward 
bookings from U. 8. A., Canada. 
England, Scotiand and Wales far 
exceed the promoters’ most™ san- 
guine expectations. 

The lrish capital will be a gala 
city during August, when the fa- 
mous Dublin Horse Show will be 
run in conjunction with the games, 
eccupying the days following’ the 
first Monday in August. ” 

The festival will occupy three 
weeks from Aug. 1 to 18, and 
every branch of outdoor and in- 
door sport is embraced. Athletics, 
swimming, gymnastics, rowing. 
hurting, football, golf, tennis, hand- 
ball, boxing, Irish dancing. base- 
ball, clay bird shooting. archery 
and motor racing are all included; 
indoor sections include chess, bil- 
liards, drama, band contests, mu- 
sic, singing, story-telling and many 
other attraction. 

This is revival of an ancient 
festival which was held triennially 
on the plains of Meath for many 
centuries. + It was instituted by a 
famous warrior-king called Lugh- 
of-the-Long-Arm in honor of his 
foster mother, Queen Taliie,.a dis- 
tinguished personage in ancient 
Trish civilization before the Nor- 
mans came. The chieftains were 
wont to bring their retinues of 
servants to Tara, and the Irish 
mantscripts speak lucidly of the 
brilliancy of the spectacle. Chariot 
racing, spear throwing, running, 
jumping, and wrestling were fea- 
tured in the ancient games, which 
extended over nine days.

Strength is given to this hopeful view of 
cur scientific “sensations” if it is considered 
that these advances represent but the peak of 
a wave of successful research and practice— 
a wave which began rising with ever-increas- 
irg momentum about two years ago. Since 
that time, in gddition to other outstanding 
achievements, Dr. Banting’s discovery of in- 
sulin has proved an effective, if somewh 
cumbersome, cure for diabetes; Dr. Dreyer’s 
new antitoxin has made progress, not yet ac- 
curately estimated, against tuberculosis: the 
development of endocrinology has given star- 
tling evidence of what can be accomplished by 
working with the “ductless” glands: further 
investigation of various kinds of radiation— 
ultra-violet, radium and X-rays—has result- 
ed in a demonstrable decrease in human suf- 
fering. 

This general impression cah be substantiat- 
ed by figures which-raise it out of the realm 
cf speculation. They are presented in sum- 
marized form elsewhere on this page. Most 
llluminating is the result of the observations 
made by the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
These reliable statistics show a substantial 
decrease in mortality from nearly all the 
greater causes, between last year and this. 
Out of every 100,000 pergons an. average of 
1021 died between January and March, 1923. 
In 1924, on the other hand, deaths have aver- 
aged only 903 per 100,000 for the first three 
months. 
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The Figures on Heart Disease 


The United States census for 1922 shows 
that within the preceding 10 years deaths due 
to diseases of the heart have increased from 
14 to 16 per thousand persons. Tuberculosis 
used to be the chief cause of death in the 
United States. But tuberculosis deaths have 
decreased from 16 to 9 per thousand. Heart 
disease, therefore, has taken the unenviable 
position of the prime factor in American mor- 
tality. 

The heart is not a delicate organ. Every 
-10 -years it beats more than 378,000,000 
times. It must be built ruggedly to with- 
stand this meal wanepen cs wear and téar. For 
this reason’ medical men have discovered the 
,heart can withstand also certain direct sur- 
‘gical operations. The best remedy for many 
serious cardiac ailments is a major opera- 
tion. The difficulty is that such an operation 
may be extremely dangerous. Nevertheless, 
Drs. Theodore Tuffier and Alexis Carrel of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research 
have already operated safely on the heart 
valves of animals. They have declared, in 
addition that “the operation will be much 
lesé dangerous in the future because the de- 
tails of the technique have now been thor- 
oughly established.” 

For the purpose of making still easier and 
safer operations of this nature, a recent in- 
yention of Dr. Durff S. Allen of George Wash- 
ington University should prove of great value. 
This is called the cardioscope, and it was re- 
cently described before the American Asso- 
elation of Thoracic Surgeons at their Chicago 
meeting. It is an instrument with which te 
look at the heart. It congists chiefly of a 
novel arrangement of a small electric lamp 
and a series of lenses. It ts introduced 
through an incision made above the sed. 
of the heart whieh must be subjected to the

Working to Control Pneumonia 


Pneumonia claims 90,000 victims yearly in 
the United States. A definite expectation that 
the number of these victims will. be materially 
decreased is held out by a most important dis- 

covery made by Dr. Lioyd D. Felton, assistant 

professor of preventive medicine and hygiene 
in the Harvard Medical School. Dr. Felton’s 
new treatment was announced by the Influ- 
enza Commission, a group of scientists 
brought together by the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co. “ 

It is a method of concentrating the disease- 
fighting elements in the ‘“‘pmeumococcus 
serum” which is employed against the germs 
ef the malady. The new concentrated solu- 
tion has already been, used with encouraging 
results in 60 cases at the Boston City Hos- 
pital and in about 60 more in various New 
York and Brooklyn hospitals. Sevéral other- 
wise ‘skeptical physicians have declared that 
this will assure at least a 25 per cent and pos- 
sibly 50 per cent reduction in the pneumonia 
death rate. Although research by members 
of the Influenza Commission has been going 
on for five years, Dr. Felton’s discovery is the 
only important ong that has been reported. . 

Dr. William H. Park. director of bacterio- 
logical research in the New York City Health 
Department, has commented thus on the new 
treatment: “It will make the use of anti- 
pneumonia serum general, and will give all the 
good effects of the old ‘type of serum without 
their harmful and dangerots action. The 
serum already developed has been effective in 
combating pneumonia, but it produces such a 
violent reaction that it cannot be safely in- 
troduced into general practice. 


May Soon Conquer Cofcer 


“Pneumonia is generally classed into four 
types, and to be sure of having a dose effective 
against all four it would be necessary to give 
four quantities of serum. This would mean 
introducing so much foreign matter tito the 
blood that it might cause very serious or per- 
haps fata! results. Such chances could not be 
taken,’ and it was necessary to give doses 
but one type without being sure that they 
were of the right type. With Dr. Felton’s 
treatment it will probably later be possible 
to give a mixture of all four types of anti- 
bodies, feeling sure that the injection will 


in the Felton treatment. The treatment fs 
bus made effective and harmless in the hands 
of the general practitioner. I have no doubt 
that it will be widely used and Will save many 
lives.”’ 

Cancer, the “red. plague,” wipes out at 
least 200,000 lives every year. There are 
70,000 victfms yearly in the United States 
alone. Dr. Charles H. Mayo, of the Mayo Clinic 
at Rochester, Minn., has declared that cancer 
is increasing at the rate of 21-2 per cent a year. 

At the same time this distinguished sur- 
geon holds out not only the hope but the def- 
inite expectation that we shall be well rid of 
the disease in a few years. This opinion he 
delivered at the recent opening of New York 
City Cancer Institute and he amplified it in 
an interview with the writer. 

‘Research work is steadily progressing gto- 
ward a cure,” he said, “and I believe it will 
be discovered, possibly by American scientists, 
within a few years. It may consist of some 
serum or it may lie in the improved applica- 
tion of radium or X-rays. 

“Medicine has conquered the great plagues 

of the past. We have wiped out the Black 
Death, whith killed every other person in 
London in 1350, and smallpox, which killed 
every tenth person in New York in 1800. We 
are on the right track. Diseases which at- 
tacked and destroyed masses of people in 
great waves of contagion have been dealt with 
successfully. Now we must prepare to ban- 
ish those which attack individuals, which do 
not spread, which cannot be combated in 
masses. This we can only do by concentrat- 
ing our attention on the individual sufferer 
rather than on the disease as a whole. Edu- 
cation of each individual member of society 
must go hand in hand with medical re- 
search. 
“Cancer, although it is as old. as human 
history, is one of the palpi tae diseases; it 
is not communicable. It is a bolshevik cell 
which attacks and destroys the healthy eells 
which are living in a normal way. We know 
how these cells start their growth, but not 
why. There are men who think they Rave 
a curative- serum now. Others place their 
faith in radiation.”

COURTHOUSE GAN 
BE HAD NEXT YEAR 


While Mayor May Veto Or- 
dinance, if Aldermen 
Stand Pat, No Delay Will 


Be Necessary. 


KIEL PUTS OFF — 
HIS DECISION 


Promises Explanation for 
Public When He Acts on 
Measure Passed by City 
Council. 


Even if: Mayor Kiel carries out 
his present plan to veto the ordi- 
nance locating the $4,000,000 bond- 
issue courthouse on the Memorial 
Plaza, and provided Aldermen do 
not change their attitude in favor 
of the plaza site when the question 
of overriding the veto arises, it ap- 
pearg there need be no. delay in 
getting preliminary work under 
way next year. 

The Mayor cannot act officially 
on the ordinance until June 30, 
three days after summer adjourn- 
ment of the Board of Aldermen, 
which will reconvene Sept. 26. 
Should the Mayor veto the ordi- 
nance, the question of making it 
effective anway by two-thirds vote 
of the Aldermen could -not be 
brought up before September. 

Money Available Next Year. 

The vote to pass the ordinance 
Friday was 22 to 2, one member 
being absent, one “not voting’ and 
two excused. Mayor Kiel will de- 
part for Europe July 2, and if he 
should leave without acting on the 
ordinance, President Neun of the 


Plaza site, will decide on it as act- 
ing Mayor. 

Bond-issue money for the court- 
house cannot be made available be- 
fore next year and preparation of 
the bond-issue budget for next year 
will begin about September, s0 
that provision could be made in it 
for the courthouse in the event of 
an overridden veto. 

Harmonious Designs Desired. 

President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service, who favors erect- 
ing the courthouseas soon as pos- 
sible, taking into consideration the 
complaint of the Circuit Judges, 
lawyers and others that the present 
civil courthouse is inadequate, 
wants to have a commission of emi- 
nent architects appointed to super- 
vise and co-ordinate the designs of 
all plaza structures, starting with 
the courthouse. He would like to 
have money for this commission in 
the 1925 program and prepare for 
actual construction of the court- 
house in 1926. The Board of Al- 
dermen adopted a resolution urging 
the Board of Public Service to pro- 
vide for the preliminary work in 
1925. 

The Mayor expressed his attitude 
to the Post-Dispatch over the tel- 
ephone from Cape Girardeau, Mo., 
yesterday. He had gone on a 
steamboat excursion while the 
Aldermen were in session Friday 
and will return tomorrow morn- 
ing, but he could not foretell how 
soon he would make his decision 
on the site ordinance. He said he 
would have to be shown “a good 
deal’ to be convinced he ought to 
approve the measure, and added 
that when he acts he will make a 
statement of explanation. 

Mayor Inclines to Delay. 

“T haven't changed my mind on 
the subject yet,” the Mayor said. ‘I 
don’t think we ought to select the 
site till we have the money avail- 
able for .the building. Besides, 
there is a q uestion whether we

The Mayor favored the plaza site 
during the bond issue campaign 
and afterward, but began counsel- 
ing delay when proponents of a 
Broadway site gave a dinner to city 
officials a number of weeks ago. 
One of the active backers of the 
downtown site is Fred L. Cornwell, 
real estate dealer interested in 
downtown properties, and a close 
friend of the Mayor. 


EAST ALTON’S ‘AUTO TRAP’ 
IS OFFICIALLY DISCREDITED 


East Alton's famous “auto trap” 
was officially discredited Friday 
when the Madison County Court 
upheld Senator H. G. Giberson of 
Alton, who had been arrested for 
speeding. and who, on being fined, 
with costs, $8.90 in Justice Court 
in East Alton, took an appeal. 
Judge Trares held that the city 
ordinance under which the arrest 
was made was illegal, through be- 
ing in conflict with the State law. 
It was intimated that no more ar- 
rests could be made legally unless 
based on State warrants.

This represents, says Fisk, the 
value in gold of goods. unprofita- 
bly consumed during four and oneé- 
half years of insensate strife. It is 
sheer waste equivalent to all the 
wealth accumulated by the people 
of France and Italy combined = in 
the course of centuries. It exceeds 
by 50 per cent the total cost of 
the Government of Great Britain 
from 1688 to 1914. 

The enormity of the total im- 
presses the Bankers’ Trust sta- 
tistician, but he fails to point out 
the extradérdinary fact that the 
debt burden assumed by the com- 
mon people as a result of the war 
amounts to five times as much.

The business value of the mu- 
nicipal opera, in advertising the 
city in ite trade territory and 
throughout the nation, is realized 
by St. Louis people. Its bigness as 
a business enterprisé is a so Well 
realized. 

Nearly 350 Employed. 
For the 10 weeks’ opera period. 
the opera gives employment to 
more than $00, sometimes nearly 
350, persons. The company has 
more than 100 members. The or- 
chestra, of 60 pieces, includes 
many of the musicians of the 8t. 
Louls Symphony Orchéstra. Be- 
sides the director, stage manager, 
musical director, orchestra man- 
ager and rehearsal accompanist) 
there is a staff of 30 carpenters and 
17 electricians, besides two special 
men at the amplifier. 
The property master has a crew 
of 21, besides the property mistress 
and her assistant. The s ic stu- 
dio employs 28 men through the 
summer. Others who belong to the 
enterprise are doormen, ushers, 
ticket sellers, watchmen and pur- 
veyors of coolness in bottles or 
baskets. The overhead, or admin-

DECLINES CHALLENGE TO DUEL, 
CITING HIS RECORD IN WAH 


Theater Director.

PARIS, June 21.—The influence 
of the World War on French duel- 
ing will need a epecial chapter in 
any future history of the noble art. 
Its first effect was to abolish pri- 
vate encounters; then they were 
gradually resumed for cases of a 
really grave nature, but the war 
still may intervene to prevent «a 
meeting at daybreak as evidenced 
by a recent incident. 

Jacques Hebertot, director of the 
Champs Elysees Theater, during a 
rehearsal, asked the critic, Louis 
Thomas, just returned from the 
United States, why he had advised 
Albert Wolfer not to accept the 
musical directorship of his theater. 
During the discuasion he accused 
Thomas of falsehood,’ whereupon 
the latter broken an umbrella over 
Hebertot’s head. The theater di- 
rector sent his seconds to the critic, 
but Thomas, before naming his 
aids, said that, although he wag ex- 
cused from military service on 
grounds of ill health, he had fought 
through the war as a pollu, and he 
would like to know Hebertot'’s war 
record before meeting him on the 
field of honor. Hebertot's seconds 
declined to e to the request 
and the duel, if not abandoned, at 
least remains suspended.

The Brooklyn Metal Stamping 
Co. has placed the Tri-jack on the 
market. It is an improvement in 
the construction of jacks for radio 
use. It embodies such features as 
low capacity, compactness, solder- 
less connections and it is entirely 
enclosed. Its construction is rad- 
ically different from the conven- 
tional jack. This difference does 
away with common jack evils an! 
also makes it one-third the size of 
the ordinary jack. The tri-jack 
has practically zero capacity effect 
because of its extremely simple in- 
side construction. It can be used 
as a single circuit or double circuit 
jack without any change in the wir- 
ing. The terminals are mounted 
on the rear and are very accessible. 
The connections need not be sol- 
deredto the jack, as small binding 
posts are provided.

Tube Tips. 

Many amateur operators try to 
get strong signals by seeing how 
brightly they can make the vacuum 
tubes burn. This is a mistake. 
While it is true that turning on 
tubes at maximum brilliancy may 
mean, in some instances, maximum 
signals, the test of the correct” 
amount of voltage to be used in 
making thé tubes light is not the 
degree of brilliance of the light, 
but the quality of the sounds pro- 
duced in the headphones. The light 
given off by the heated filament 
of the tube has nothing to do with 
the operation of the tube. It is 
the amount of heat produced in 
the filament by the reistance of- 
fered by the filament to the flow 
of electricity through ft that con- 
trols the action of the tube. In 
many instances tubes operate bet- 
ter when the filament is giving off 
little Iight; that is, when the tube) 
ts turned down.

Q. (1) Are special radio fre- 
quency transformers required in a 
reflex circuit? (2)> Which gives the 
best results, a crystal or @ vacuum 
tube detector in a reflex circuit? 
Ww. J. 
A. (1) Not necessarily, although 
some R. F. transformers give better 
results than others in reflex cir- 
cults. If you have one on hand, 
the best and surest way is to do 
some experimenting with it to de- 
termine its efficiency in the circuit 
you wish to assemble. (2) A 
vacuum fube detector will give 
much louder signals, but it also 
consumes more “A” battery cur- 
rent, while the crystal gives more 
pure rectification, hence clearer 
signals, but they are not quite so 
loud. 


Q. (1) Is there any harm in 
mounting the detector and ampli- 
fier tubes in @ horizontal positiop?” 
they are never placed that way. 
yet it. would be much more con- 
venient in a set I am constructing. 
if they can be mounted that way 
(2) Is it injurious to a vacuum 
tube to jar it? (3) Can the WD-11 
tube be used in a Fiewelling cir- 
cult?

A. (1) Vacuum tubes should nev- 
er be mounted im a_ horizontal 
plane as contraction and expansion 
of the filament may cause it to sag 
and become “shorted” with one or 
the other elements of the tube. The 
safest and*probably the most eco- 
nomical plan would be to alter the 
design of your set so that the tubes 
can be kept in an upright position, 
at least while the set ts In opera- 
tion. (2) Tubes should not be 
jarred. While standard make tubes 
are quite rugged in construction, it 
often requires only a slight jar to 
permanently ruin them. (3) Yes, 
thie tube can be used in the Flew- 
ellling, or any other “super” cir- 
cuit, but the “B” battery voltage 
should be kept below $0 volts.

NEW YORK APARTMENTS 
EQUIPPED WITH RADIO 


Four Separate Receiving Sets 
Supply Four Different Pro- 
grams for Selection. 


Radio equipment in every apart- 
ment is the latest style in apart- 
ment houses recently erected in 
New York, Electrical Merchandis- 
ing announces in its current issue. 

The most complete apartment 


erected in New York is equipped 
with four separate receiving sets 
operated in the superintendent's 
office and kept tuned in on like 
number of broadcasting stations. 
Four separate trunk lines are car- 
ried to each individual apartment 
living room, making it possible for 
any tenant to choose between four 
programs by plugging in on one of 
the four trunk lines in his own 
apartment. 

In the installation of such a 
service, each loud-speaking outlet 
is so arranged with a contact and 
coil that the circuit operates satis- 
factorily whether the horn is 
plugged in or not. Provision is 
also made for a power amplifier of 
sufficient current carrying capacity 
to supply any make of loud speak- 
er, and all apartments at once, if 
required. 

In cases where the radio system 
is not furnished by the apartment- 
house owner, but each installation 
is the property of the individual, 
the nonregenerative or speciai 
aperiodic regenerative sets are the 
only sets that are proving satisfac- 
tory. 

The ordinary regenerative set 
used with a group of aerials on a 
single roof gives confused results, 
owing to the howls and squeals 
transmitted and causing interfer- 
ence. A single aeridl used by more 
than one set is even less satisfac- 
tory, if the common type of set is 
used. 

The use of nonregenerative sets, 
or those which, although regener- 
ative, make provision for prevent- 
ing local oscfilations from being 
reradiated from their own aerials, 
is a solution to the apartment- 
house radio problem. Grouped 
aerials or even a single aerial may 
be used in such sets, although, in 
the latter case, the signal 
strength may be somewhat _ re- 
duced. A set strong enough to 
operate with a loop or indoor an- 
tenna, however, ig undoubtedly the 
most satisfactory. 


When Speaker Howls. 

When a continual howl comes 
from the loud speaker, which it 
seems cannot be eliminated, the 
noise may be caused by the speaker 
being too close to the receiving 
set, especially if it is resting on the 
cabinet, and the vibrations start the 
tubes “ringing.” To overcome the 
disturbance, move the loud speaker 
a foot or more away from the re- 
ceiving set. 


Best Location for Radio Set. 

The best location for a radio set 
is near the window or opening 
through which the lead-in passes. 
Never run the lead-in through two 
or three rooms to the set. Of 
course, it will work that way, but 
much of the radio frequency en- 
ergy. which would otherwise oper- 
ate the set, will be absorbed by the 
walls and ceilings; in other words, 
the signals will be greatly reduced 
by this practice.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—While 
motorists ponder over what type of 
brake to specify when purchasing 
new cars, and maufacturers debate 
the advantages of various types 
prior to announcement of 1925 
models, automotive engineers are 
at work on an idea that may rev- 
olutionize the whole subject of 
aecceieration. 

After all these years, the thought 
is gaining headway that the power 
to stop an automobile should be 
mechanical just as is the power to 
start it. 

Not only that, but it is generally 
agreed in some circles that the 
power to shift gears should be 
mechanical, thus reserving man- 
ual operation for steering and 
pushing out the clutch. 

Power brakes were used long 
ago on steam trains and street cars, 
but somehow the world seemed to 
think it was quite all right for a

LOS ANGELES, June 21.— 
One of the most trying races 
motor cars ever have been 
called upon to undergo is that 
for the Ascot gold cup sched- 
uled here for Thanksgiving Day 
with prizes aggregating $55,000, 
of which $20,000 will go to the 
entrants of machines. A gold 
cup, which he will be entitled 
to retain for a year, will go to 
the winner of first place.

To distract my attention 
from the springs the salesman 
raised the hood and gave an ora- 
tion on the accessibility of every- 
thing. Just to verify*this I went 
through the imaginary procedure 
of removing the cylinder head for 
the purpose of cleanjng carbon and 
grinding in the valves. I found 
that to do this it was necessary t¢4 
remove the carburetor, vacuum 
tank, horn, exHaust and intake 
manifolds, water pipe, ete. It was 
very accessible! 

‘- In going over this another fact 
came to light. The salesman had 
informed us that included in the 
price of the car was a complete 
tool kit. We assumed that these 
tools fitted any nut, bolt or stud on 
the car. Upon actually trying ‘the 
implements, however, it developed 
that there were not even .enough 
tools to rempve the cylinderg-head. 


Service Also Oounts!: 


Then we asked about the service 
facilities, Some people who have 
bought what they considered first - 
class cars have discovered that 
‘they have been obliged to wal: 
weeks for a part, or have had their 
cars tied up in the dealer’s ineffi- 
cient repair shop. Of course, the 
salesman assured us that no such : 
conditions existed in his firm. 

So when we had finished we. 
went around to the office an4 
ldked up hk chap who had been 
driving one of these cars for a 
year. We found that the salesman 
had exceeded the speed limit as to 
of] mileage and 4 certain mechani- 
cal specification. ~The sérvice fa- 
cilities were laughed at. Later we 
saw a car of this make at the curb 
and asked the driver what he 
thought of it. He was a chauf- 
feur. -He told us. 

The list was thus narrowed down 
to a choice of two cars, both sell- 
ing for about $1800. I had driven 
both, and while no car is perfect, 
there were no serious objections 
to either. Had the service facilities 
of one been notoriously better than 
the other, a choice would have 
been easy, but the agencies were 
both reliable. .

Charles Gianini, retired dealer in antiques, 
notified the authorities that his 16-year-old 
son Jean had rin away. Jean was found 
in a nearby village and returned with ap- 
parent willingness to Poland. But there he 
was told about Miss Beecher’s murder, and 
was. informed persons had said they had seen 
him walking out of the village with her after 
nightfall the previous evening. 


Confesses Crime With Pride | 


At first Jean denied-knowledge of the 
crime, but in a very short while he con- 
fessed. Henry Herbert Goddard, well known 
psychologist who was a star witness tor the 
defense, said later this confession was char- 
acteristic of a high grade imbecile. He 
pointed out that a normal youth in Jean's 
position would have known that he stood to 
lose everything and gain nothing by such a 
confession. 

Dr. Goddard pointed out that when. { a high 
grade imbecile gets into a precarious posi- 
tion such as Jean was in his desire to show 
off be is extremely apt to overcome his sense 
of self-preservation. Jean showed a desire to 
boast. He said: ‘“‘You would not think any- 
body could do a deed like that so quick, 
would you?” 

Jean had asked Miss Beecher to go to see 

his father and have a talk with him about 
Jean's future schooling. When Jean led her 
to the outskifts of the village the young 
woman protested that they were not/going 
to his father’s house. Jean told of this in his 
confession. He said he got Miss Beecher to 
go farther by telling her his father was at a 
new house outside the village. 
* In explanation of his motive Jean said he 
had had “‘trouble with her’’ when Miss Beech- 
er was his school teacher and he “‘wanted to 
get revenge.” Dr. Goddard, in a book en- 
titled ‘“‘The Criminal Imbecile’’ and published 
by the MacMillan Company in 1915, intimates 
this part of Jean's confession is not to be 
taken seriously. Dr. Goddard says it should 
be borne in mind Jean was “talking to be 
heard’ and, therefore, probably did not ad- 
here strictly to the truth. 
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Notvat All Worried by Peril 


However, the revenge motive seemed swept 
aside when it was pointed out more than a 
year had passed since Jean had been Miss 
Beecher’s pupil and such disciplining as she 


had administered to him had been of the or- 
dinary everyday schoolroom variety. 

Lodged in a cell Jean remarked somewhat 
flippantly that he supposed he would “get 
what Chester Gillette got.” Chester “'''ette 
had been tried in the same county some time 
previously for slaying a young woman and 
had been sent to the electric chair, Jean 
did not seem at aN worried over his plight. 
Persons. who talked with him in jail are im- 
pressed now with the resemblance between 
Jean's deportment and that of Nathan Leo- 
pold Jr,, as reported in the news dispatches 


from Chicage. 
While the elder Gianini was cruehed with

horror and grief, he set out at once to do ali 
in his power to save his son from the stigma 
and fate of the convieted first-degree mur- 
derer. He lost no time in retaining as coun- 
sel for the defense John F. Mcintyre, criminal 
lawyer of nation-wide. reputation, now a 
Judge of the Court of General Sessions in 
New York County. 

He also retained David C. Hirsch, associate 
of Judge McIntyre in the successful defense 
of Capt. Peter C. and Thornton Jenkins Hains 
end in other famous cases. To assist these 
special New York counsel he-retained Charles 
B. Hane, a local attorney. 

By this time public indignation had~been 
aroused to a pitch of hysteria. Persons were 
saying in public places that the elder Gia- 
nini’s money should not save his son from 
the death penalty. There were threats that 
the high-priced lawyers would not be given 
a chance to defend their client, because he 
would be taken from the jail and\lynched. 


Tried in a Month After Crime | 


The Rev. W. A. Beecher, father of the 
murdered girl, admonished of the 
would-be lynchers_ that “two wrongs do not 
make a right.” He told them to show their 
respect for the law by leaving the fate of 
the youthful slayer to the proper authorities. 


The clergyman called on young Glianini 
himself and held his hand while the youth 


repeated his conféssion of the murder. The 
Rev. Mr. Beecher also expressed his deep 
sympathy for the elder Gianini. 

Counsel for the defense were handicapped 
by a desire on the part of District Attorney 
Farrell of Herkimer County to rush the case 
to an early trial. It was set down for the 
first week in May, which was barely a Month 
from the date of the crime. 

Duri that month, however, Mr. Mclin- 
tyre and Mr. Hirsch traveled all over the 
State visiting institutions fer the feeble-mind- 
ed. They talked to many youths who ap- 
peared on the surface to possess degrees of 
brilliancy, but who were recognized as ¢x- 
tremely dangerous types. ‘They studied the 
characteristics of these persons. 

Mr. McIntyre and Mr. Hirsch also con- 
sulted many of the leading alienists and pay- 
chologists of the country. They discoursed

with them about the differences between the 
common forms of insanity and the various 
grades of imbecility; about the difference be- 
tween a diseased mentality and a weak, 3 
stunted mentality. 

They also made a thorough study of 
Jean’s habits from the time of his birth. 
They gathered all the information possible 
regarding the condition of his mother before 
Jean’s birth and the circumstances which led 
up to the mother’s death when Jean was 4 
small child. They inquired into the charac- 
teristics of another child who had died at an 
early age.

Difficult to Get Jury 


When the case finally was called in the 
Supreme Court in the City of Herkimer great 
difficulty developed in selection of the jury. 
In the first place, it was hard to find men 
who had not formed very strong prejudices 
azainst young Gianini. In the second place, 


counsel for the defense found it hard to get 
jurors who impressed them as being pos- 
sessed of enough courage and _jndependence 
to bring in a verdict contrary to the inflamed 
opinion of the community’ When the panel 
was completed it was composed principally of 
farmers, tradesmen and mechanics. 

At the outset Mr. McIntyre and Mr. Hirsch 
insisted that the District Attorney must 
“prove everything.” Contending as they dl 
that their client was mentally incompete 
they took the stand that his confession was 
worthless as evidence. A mentally incompe- 
tent person, they contended, may say he did 
many +hings which were in fact done by 
others. He may also misrepresent the cir- 
cumstances of his crime. Therefore, they 

said, if Jean Gianini did kill Miss Beecher 
the fact must be proved independently of 
any confessions Jean might have made. = 
youth’s confessions were admitted into 
dence over counsel's objections.

R. — Miss Edith Cavel 
English nurse and the ‘Joan o 
Are of England and Belgium,” was 
shot by the Germans near Brussels 
at 2 o’clock on the morning of Oct. 
12, 1915. She was the daughter of 
the Rev. Frederick Cavell, 
former vicar of Swardeston Nor- 
folk. Miss Cavell was arrested 
Aug. 5, 1916, and kept alone in the 


ban was tried by a German court- 
artial and convicted of treason, 
fbr which death was the penalty. 
The execution of a woman aroused 
the keenest resentment throughout 
the world. Miss Cavell did not 
spare herself when called upon to 
attend the enemy and many a Ger- 
man owes his life to her care. 
She remained perfectly calm and 
resigned to the end, the heroine 
that she was. She was one of 42 
arrested in Brussels and convicted. 
A line of 42 graves is located with- 
in the national shooting grounds, 
near Brussels. In May, 1919, her 
body was exhumed and received 
with impressive military ceremo- 
nies at Victoria Station, London. 
After services at Westminster Ab- 
bey, the body was taken to her 
native town, Norwich, for inter- 
ment. A movement was indugu- 
rated for the erection of a monu- 
ment in the Trocadero Gardunn 
Paris, but the plan was opposed by 
Miss Cavell’s mother. he Edith 
Cavell Home for Nurses on the 
grounds of the London  MHospita) 
was opened in July, 1918. The cost 
of the building was $185 000, half 
of which was raised by soldiers.

SAT down by the Current River to wait for 
the raft, which had been “nailed in’’ at the 
mouth of Asher Branch, a short distance 
above me. The raftsmen had said they ex- 
pected to shove off shortly after daybreak. 
The early morning air was sweet and cool. 
The clear waters of the Current, racing 
and singing over a gravel-bottomed ford, were 
sparkling in the rays of the sun, which was peep- 
ing over a green wall of trees op the east. Up the 
green slope of another mountain on the north the 
sun was chasing a white cloud of mist, like the ris- 
ing curtain of a theater. 

All was peaceful, including the merrily twittering 
birds, except me. While pulling off my shoes and 
stockings, I wondered how I would fare as a joy- 
rider on a raft in the Ozarks.

The snubber is both the pilot and captain of a 
raft. He stays near the snub pole at the stern. The 
snub pole is a round piece of hickory, about 109 
feet long and six inches thick. 

It is pushed down through a slot to drag the bot- 
tom. Thus the snubber, holding the pole, can slow . 
down the raft in swift water, and can straighter 
its kinks when necessary, to keep a loop from being 
sucked over on rocks or snags which would “tear 
up” the entire raft. 

“You got to know how to snub,” Ben told me.

Several of them out in the kitchen were 
using flour satks for bed and burlap bags for pil- 
lows. One guest said he’d be right comfortable if he 
could have another chair to put over him to cut off 
the draft. 

“I went over to the chap who said he wanted some 
privacy. ‘How're you getting along, old chap?’ I 
asked him. ‘This room is all yours now and you can 
sit here nice and quiet by yourself all night.’ 

“TI always tried to please, and I usually got by, 
for most folks are pretty reasonable.” 

Nellie’s struggles with hardship and poverty have 
been grim, but she has had some stirring adventures 
on the trail. She has an enviable reputation as a 
hunter, and trophies galore prove her prowess. Her 
collection of skins, valued at many thousands of dol- 
lars, includes moose, brown bear, black bear, carbiou 
and other animals. She has a moose head whose 
antlers have 54 points, one of her most prized pos- 


sessions. 


Nellie still walks with a limp as the result of an 
encounter with a brown bear more than two years 
ago. He mauled her as she leaped behind a tree, but 
she escaped with a slight injury to one leg and a 
broken finger. Six shots from her rifle dispatched 
the brown monster. His skin, nime and one-half 
feet long, is now in her collection. 

When the late President Harding was in Alaska 
he expressed a wish to meet one person in particular 
—Nellie Neal. The Governor of Alaska introduced 
the two. 

“I had an old sweetheart named Nellie Neal,” the 
President told her. “I wanted to meet you because 
of the name, but more because of what you have 
done in this country.”

this ancient fraud is used more often today than ever 
before. The game has been elaborated a little, but 
it still is the means of swindling people who should 
know better, usually country merchants or bankers. 


“Formerly the confidence man used to show the 
gold brick to his victim, who judged by its appear- 
ance and weight that the brick really was gold and 
gladly paid the bargain price at which @ was offered. 
Later, an analysis proved it to be of brass or some 
other cheap metal 

“Today the victim is allowed to test the gold brick 
before he buys it Generally he is told that stolen 
jewelry and other articles were melted up and made 
into the brick, but that it contains not less than 
14-karat geld. Then he is invited to make borings in 
the brick wherever he pleases, and to have the frag- 
ments of metal analyzed 

“The result of the analysis shows the sample to be 
18-karat gold, not 14-karat, and the buyer thinks he 
is putting something across on the confidence man 
when he purchases at the agreed price. The fact 
that it supposedly is stolen property doesn’t worry 
him in the least. But what he finds out later is that 
the little envelope or pill box into which he put 
the borings from the gold brick was neatly switched

try bankers that when the late William A. Pinkerton 
made a contract to guard the members of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Protective Association he stipulated 
that he should not be called upon to handle any of 
these cases. In any other kind of fraud he was at 
their service." 

What is the rating of St. Louis among such 
workers? 

“It has been at least 20 years since St. Louis was 
known to crooks as a ‘right’ town.”’ said Elias W. 
Hoagland, Chief of Detectives. ‘“‘There are no pro- 
fessional confidence men nor pickpockets in St. 
Louls. Once in a long while somebody's pocket is 
picked, but generally it is*by a negro and stranger, 
who drifts in for a few days and then goes on his 
way. 

“During the last two Veiled Prophet festivities, 
not a pocket was picked in St. Louis. In 1922 
found three well-known pickpockets at Vandeventer 
and Manchester avenues, who evidently intended 
working together as a ‘troupe.” I put them where 
they couldn't do any harm, then saw that they left 
town. 

“Professional pickpockets have been about elim!- 
nated, all over the country. The ‘pay-as-you-enter’ 
street cars have been largely responsible for it, I 
believe. And the ‘coppers’ know how the pickpockets 
work and are too smart for them 

“But large confidence swindles and conspiracies 
still prevail. due to the fact that many victims re 
frain from reporting their losses to the police.”’ 

Instead of being ‘“‘right,’’ St. Louis is known as a 
“hard” town, with “smart coppers,”’ said Chief Hoaz- 
land, who spent 12 years studying crooks and crooks’ 
photographs under John M. Shea. head of the Bertil- 
lon Bureau of the St. Louis Police Department. Shea 
is an expert of national reputation. 

“Copper.”’ by the way, and “dick’’ are present- 
day terms for detectives or plain-clothes men. Uni- 
formed officers are called “harness bulls’ or ‘‘flat- 
ties.”” 

“Confidence men or pickpockets cannot work in @ 
‘right’ town if the coppers aren't ‘right,’ "’ said Chief 
Hoagland. ~“Whenever they are allowed to loaf 
around a town and be harbored there, it is an in- 
dication of a ‘right’ town. 

“These classes of crooks do not care to live in 
a town nor’ operate there unless they are assured 
of protection. Confidence men, as a rule, are men 
above the average intelligence Instead of sticking 
up somebody with a gun, like a roughshod highway- 
man or footpad, their business is to be diplomatic, 
gain the confidence of a man and bring his mind 
around to a point where he is absolutely unsuspi- 
cious. Generally they are well-appearing men, fluent 
talkers, possess a considerable amount of education, 
well read, well traveled and good conversationalists. 
They can talk on any current topic of the day. The 
average person meeting one would believe him to be 
someone of influence and wealth. 

“The operations of the confidence men are getting 
bigger, and they are going after bigger money. Years 
ago, at depots and railroad stations, the confidence 
man of those days would stick a railroad ticket in his 
hatband, to look as if waiting for a train, then ask 
his intended victim to direct him to a building ia 
what. he said, was a strange town to him.

MERICA this year is sending to Europe more 
than 800 of her best athletes to compete in the 
international Olympic games in France. Some 
of the earlier events of this greatest of athletic 
contests have already been decided, including the win- 
ter sports championships. In the events still to take 
place will be included the track and field contests at 
Colombes. near Paris, and the classic Marathon race. 
Nearly 400 Americans are still to try their mettle. 
The first modern. revival of the Olympic games at 
Athens in 1896 was won by Americans and so has been 
each subsequent revival. 
NIt is difficult to realize that this feat of winning 
the Olympic games was accomplished in 1896 by an 
American team of only 10 athletes. The following 
interesting account was written by a member of that 
team.

HROUGH the summer and autumn of 
1895, the papers, from time to time, 
would speak’ of the project, then on 


foot, for a revival of the Olympic 
games, at Athens, in the spring of 
the following year. And yet, rather 


curiously as it seems to us now, in 
view of the excessive excitement of recent years, 
there was little interest in America over the plan, 
and it was not until the winter of 1896 that the 
B. A. A. decided to send a team to the games. 

The whole idea sprang from a chance remark 
uttered in jest. At the club’s annual games in 
January, Arthur Blake, our best distance runner, 
won the thousand yards, after a spectacular finish 
and in very good time. After the race Mr. Arthur 
Burnham, one of Blake’s friends and a prominent 
member of the club, was congratulating him on his 
showing, and Blake laughingly answered: “Oh, 
I’m too good for Boston. I ought to go over and 
run the Marathon, at Athens, in the Olympic 
games.”’ ‘ 

Mr. Burnham looked at him fOr a moment in si- 
lence and then: ‘“‘Would you really go if you had 
the chance?’’ he asked. 

“Would I,” Blake returned, with emphasis; and 
from that moment Mr. Burnham made up his mind; 
if it could be brought about, that the B. A. A. 
should send a team to the games. 

A month later everything was definitely decided 
upon. The team was to consist of five men—T. E. 
Purke for the hundred and 400 meter runs: Blake 
for the mile and the Marathon; W. W. Holt for 
the pole vault; T. P. Curtis for the hundred meters 
and the hurdles. and myself for the high and broad 
jumps. John Graham, the B. A. A. trainer, was to 
be in charge of the team. In the meantime, Prince- 
ton University had decided to send a team of four 
men—Garrett, Tyler, Lane and Jamison—and 
James B. Connolly, now widely known as a writer 
of Gloucester fishing stories, took the trip upon his 
own account, representing the Suffolk Athletic Club,

We made a faint attempt to argue, were prompily 
suppressed, and remembering the cautions we had 
received af home. lest possible international bad feel- 
ing should arise out of the game, we meekly bowed to 
“the umpire’s decision’ and proceeded to “play ball.”

The Greeks seemed to feel that the national honor 
was at stake: the excitement was so great as to be 
almost painful: and on all sides we heard the cry: 
“The other events to the Americans; the Marathon 
to a Greek.” 

The sight in the Stadium was one never to be for- 
gotten. Hours before the games began. every seat 
was taken: the aisles and the space between the low- 
est tier of seats and the running track, were fiQed 
with people: the surrounding hills, as on the days 
preceding, were blackened with a dense throng; and 
in addition. from the entrance of the Stadium, as far 
as the eve could see. people stood, three and four 
deep, lining both sides of the road, eager to catch 
the first glimpse, or even the first news, of the 
Marathon runners, who were to start on their long 
journey at noon.

FEW weeks ago in France a hardy ex- 
plorer and sportsman, M. Norbert Cas- 
teret, dived into an unknown river deep 
inside an unexplored cave. He swam a 
few feet under water and came up more 
than 20,000 years ago. The outed por- 
tions of this cave had long been known 
and visited, but at a certain depth inside the cave 
the roof lowered so much that it met the surface of 
the subterranean river that occupies the lowest por- 
tion of the passage. The water appeared to issue 
from a conduit in the rock. Ordinary visitors would 
say—as, indeed, all previous visitors did say—that 
the end of the cave had been reached. 

Not so M. Casteret. Preparing himself with a 
torch and some matches, care- 
fully wrapped in waterproof tis- 
sue, he dived into the water of 
the unknown stream and swam 
vigorously into the conduit from 
swhich it flowed. No one knew— 
no one could know—what he j 


would find beyond. There might f 
be merely a pipe of water, in \ 
which he would surely drown. ; n

And here M. Casteret found 
some of the most wonderful 
artistic and archeological relics 
that have ever been found any- 
where. Primitive cavemen, many thousands of years 
ago, had used this cave. Doubtless the river was 
lower then and the depths of the cave more easily 
accessible than at present. Perhaps there was no 
river at all, some subsequent convulsion of nature 
having sent it in its present path through the under- 
ground caverns. 

Anyway, men had been there and had left their 
traces. On the walls of the passage were paintings 
of animals, some of them long since extinct. On 
the clay floor were careful sculptures of the same 
animals, executed with as much skill as we de- 
mand of a modern sculptor. Scattered about were 
the tools and implements of these long-dead artists 
who had worked here. All the little hollows from 
which they had dug their clay had been preserved 
exactly as they were left so many centuries ago. The 
stream that closed the passage, the stream through 
which M. Casteret had nerved himself to swim, had 
proved an effective guardian of the treasures stored 
behind it. 

Although wall paintings of this same prehistoric 
period have been found before in France, as well 
as in Spain and Italy, never has their preservation 
been so perfect as in the cave discovered by M. 
Casteret; never have relics been so completely un- 
disturbed by later visitants. And never before have 
the sculptures of animals, done full size in clay, 
been found in as great number or in such unques- 
tionable authenticity. We may now conclude, with- 
out fear of error, that there lived in France many 
centuries ago a race of prehistoric men who pos-

sessed artistic ability of a high order: ability which 
was quite equal, in the opinion of competent artists, 
to anything that mankind has developed since. 

The archeologists have even found, elsewhere in 
France, the bones of some of these men. They have 
been called the race of Cro-Magnon. Prof. Henry 
Fairfield Osborn of the American Museum of Natural 
History summarized a few years ago what was then 
known about them. He concluded, as all other stu- 
dents of this race have concluded, that they pos- 
sessed unusual brain power as well as unusual ability 
in the arts. Sir Arthur Keith, the celebrated British 
anthropologist, has called the Cro-Magnon race one 
of the finest that the world has ever seen. The dis- 
coveries of M. Casteret add still greater evidence of 
their skill. 

The animals depicted in the 
newly found grotto include the 
small horse that was once com- 
mon in Europe, the wild boar, 
great cats that are probably lions 
or tigers, deer of at least two va- 
rieties and several admirable 
drawings of the bison or Amer- 
ican buffalo, ah animal long since 
extinct in Europe though common 
in America up to recent times. In 
} other caverns, previously explored, 

the scientists have found perfect- 
: ly recognizable drawings of the 
; woolly rhinoceros and the hairy 
' mammoth, both of which were 
fully extinct long before historic 

\ times. 


In modern museums, side by 
side with the bones of these an- 
cient animals and with the recon- 
structions of them built up labor- 
iously by modern scientists, stand 
the drawings of the same great 
beasts made by artists who actu- 
ally saw them—and doubtless feared them—many 
centuries azo. 


Curiously enough, drawings of men are very rare 
in these ancient caves. The artists of Cro-Magnon 
times do not seem to have cared to draw the human 
figure. In a few places, mostly in Spain, recogniz- 
able human forms have been found, but they are 
poorly drawn and seem to be the efforts of another 
and later race of prehistoric men. 


In the times of the best artists the only human 
presentment that is at all common is an outline of 
the human hand, looking as though the hand of the 
artist had been laid down on the rock and its shape 
recorded by drawing around it with the red-ochre 
paint that served the men of those days as one of the

Paints are also either transparent or 
opaque.

shouted by Capt. Ben. 

About noon Sam walked back to us 
with something in his hand. 

“Here’s a pretty earring for a lady,” 
he said. 

He held a live, green turtle, no big- 
ger than a quarter. It was pretty, a 
clean, light green, with delicate yellow 
tracings. All a lady would have to do 
would be to hold him up to the delicate 
lobe of her pink ear and he would do 
the clasping.

Near this beauty spot and in sight of 
the river stands an old house, with one 
window gaping biackly. which looks 
more sinister in the gathering dack- 
ness after you hear its story.
